AN ORDINANCE 

IN RELATION TO THE 

HEALTH DEPARTfflENT OF THE CITY. 

iJe it ordained hy the City Council of the City of 
St, Louis: 

ARTICLE L 

POWKR OP THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Section 1. The Board of Health, as consti- Po'^erof bo« 
tuted by the charter of the city of tSU Louis, 
approved March 4th, 1870, shall have full 
power to take all steps and use all measures 
necessary to promote the cleanliness and gen- 
eral health of the city, and three miles beyond 
the boundaries thereof, to abate all nuisances 
of every description on public or private pro- 
perty, to prevent the introduction into the city 
of malignant, contagious or infectious diseases, 
and to adopt, in reference to any person attacked 
by such disease, any regulations, restrictions 
or measures deemed advisable, and to establish 
rules and regulations for the government of the 
different hospitals belonging to or under the 
control of the city. 

Sec. 2. The members of the Board of Tetmofoflf 
Health shall hold their office for the term of 
one year until 1871, and until their successors 
are duly elected or appointed and qualified, and 
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thereafter in accordance with the Kevised City

sura of five thousand dollars, conditioned as the 
bond of other city officers.

First — To exercise a strict supervision over 
the sanitary condition of the city, and to report 
to the Board of Health all nuisances, the preva- 
lence or spread of any epidemic, contagious or 
infectious disease, or other matter which in his 
opinion would prove detrimental to the general 
health. 

Second — Upon receiving information, either 
directly or indirectly, that any infectious or con- 
tagious disease is introduced within the city, 
either by steamboat, rail car, or other mode of 
transportation, he shall forth >\ith proceed to 
carefully investigate and examine the same and 
report all facts ascertained in writing, fur the 
information of the Board of Health. 

Third — He shall devote his whole time and 
ability exclusively to the duties of his office ; he 
shall visit and administer medicines, and ren- 
der surgical aid to prisoners in the city work- 
house, house of refuge, and police stations ; he 
shall see that all the rules and regulations of 
the Board and city hospitals are enforced and 
obeyed, and shall promptly report in the Board 
all charges imd complaints against jsuy agent or 
employee of the same, together with the names 
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and residences of the complainants, and such 
facts relating to the same as may be in bis pos- 
session and necessar}^ to the Board for a proper 
understanding thereof; and shall report all 
matters of sanitary interest for the information 
of the Board, and shall perform all such other 
duties as may be prescribed for him in the rules 
iiary of Health and regulations of the Board; and shall re- 
ceive an annual salary of three thousand five 
hundred dollars, payable monthly out of appro- 
priations for Board of Health.
